Sec. 442. Employvees of the Agencv shall varticipate in the
reaular Federal civil service retirement system pursuant to
subchapter III of chapter 83 of title 5, United States Code., The
Director mav, however, continue to designate for participation in
the Central Intelligence Agencv Retirement and Disability System,
authorized by the Central Intelligence Agency Retirement Act of
1964 for Certain Emplovees (78 Stat. 1043; 50 U.S.C. 403 note),
certain emplovees of the Agencv whose duties are either (1) in
support of Agency activities abroad and are hazardous to life or
health,‘or (2) so specialized as to be clearly distinguishable
